No. 104/rrC(PN)/71. —In partial modification of Public Notice No 42/ITC(PN)/ 
71 of the 27th of April, 1971, and In supersession of paragraph 4 thereof. Imports 
from Nepal of the following goods produced In Nepal will be free from Import 
Trade Control and may be imported freely without any quantitative restrictions. 

(i) Primary products such as 

(a) Beeswax and Honey. 

(b) Poultry and Eggs. 

(c) Fresh fruit and vegetables. 

(d) Fuel wood and charcoal. 

(e) Jaggery (Gur and Shakkar). 

(f) Jute Including Jute waste 

(g) Maize. 

(h) Milk, Khoya, butter, chhana. 

(i) Oil seeds, oil nuts and oil kernels. 
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(j) Potatoes and onions, 

(k) Pulses and flour thereof. 

(i) Raw wool and Goat hair. 

(m) Rice. 

(n) Spices. 

(o) Wheat and wheat products. 

(p) Sawn log roughly squared, 

(q) wooden sleepers and other shaped wood. 

(r) Live animals born and raised In Nepal. 

(s) Edible products of hunting or Ashing (birds and flsh). 

(t) Hides and skins. 

(II) Manufactured articles which contain not less than DO per cent of Nepalese 
materials or Nepalese and Indian materials. 

2. Procedures for the verification of the values of different components of manu¬ 
factured articles to qualify under para 1(11) above will be published later.
